The Republicans o: Illinois in 
the convention of 1888 were jacketed into 
supporting a candidate from another State 
when that State was supporting Gen. Harri- 
son for President. The latter was the win- 
ner in the convention and seemed to have a 
very vivid memory of that fact after he 
reached the White House.

What makes this latest performance es 
pecially néteworthy is that it was made weat 
and not east of Buffalo, It is certainly very 
well worth while to prove that a Western 
railroad may be almost as cumplete in all 
‘appointments and almost as well adapted 


-and. the. time, excluding stops, was even 
faster. 

“But apparently it was necessary to take 
special precautions and to supply excep- 
tional conditions, which amounted to a par- 
tial suspension of the ordinary traffic of the 
line while the experiment was making; 

whereas on the Central the record-breaking 
caused very Httle disturbance in the regular 
business. Nevertheless the showing that 
something more than a mile a minute can 
be made from Chicago to Buffalo is a most 
gratifying testimonial to the condition of 
-the, railroads between those cities. It has 
been shown that this speed can be main- 
tained from New York to Buffalo, and from 
Chicago to Buffalo, which proves that, if 
necessary, it could be maintained from New 
York to Chicago. Thatis to say, a passenger 
to whom money was no object could gez 
himself carried from New York to Chicago 
on a few hours’ notice in less than sixteen 
hours. While it is proved that passengers 
ean be carried very much faster, it is not 
likely that they will be, at least for some 
years to come.“ 

The Commercial Advertiser looks for far 
better things than were accomplished when 
the time comes for a change of motive power 
from the old-fashioned steam engine to the 
undeterminate possibilities of electricity. 

The breaking of the world’s record for 
speed in railroad traveling, accomplished 
yesterday,” it says editorially, ‘‘may become 
a matter of derision when the full power of 
éeléctricity for locomotion is brought into 
use. The present generation of New-York- 
ers may yet run to Chicago in ten hours be- 
hind an elettric motor.“ 

Officials of the New York Central road, 
however, sald yesterday they are not yet 
ready to discuss the question of a fifteen- 
hour train between Chicago and New York.

The only 
motive which would ever induce the New 
‘York Central and Lake Shore to ever do it 
would be the resulting advertising, they 
being the only systems which could even 
approximate such a feat. But it would be 
pretty expensive advertising and is not like.

Ever since Deatherage has 
importuned Nicol for a statement remov- 
ing the blot on his reputation and enabling 


him to recover his position. Nicol has 


steadily refused. 

Deatherage finally resolved to accomplish 
by force what he had failed to secure by 
peaceful means, and while pursuing this 
design assisted in getting up yesterday’s 
sensational scene. 

The document Deatherage forced Nicol to 
sign was as follows: 

John Sebastian, General Passenger Agent 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railway: 
Referring to complaint filed by me with your 
company against actions of J. H. Deather- 
age,on further consideration and inquiry into 
the matter I feel there is less cause for com- 
plaint than I originally supposed, and will

Will Not Be a Candidate for Re-election 
te the Senate«Says a Man Should Be at 
Least Twenty Years Younger than He 
te Do Justice to the Posttlon- Not In- 
terested in the Contest in the Eighteenth 
Congressional Districte<Calis It a Free 
Silver Fight. 


Springfield, III., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—Ge 
John M. Palmer announced today that he has 
terminated his political career and retired 
from active participation in the strife for 
office. When the direct question was pro- 
pounded asking ifhe would be a candidate 
before the Fortieth General Assembly for re- 
election to the United States Senate the old 
gentleman said: 

No, I shall not. A man to represent this 
State in the United States Senate ought to be 
at least twenty years younger. I regard the 
Reid as being open to any man with the am- 
bition to make the race. I made my fight in 
1890 and am content. The truth about itis 
that a man who enters the Senate of the 
United States ought to be ambitious 
enough to remain there. I have: really 
given the many duties and responsib.lities of 
the office, outside the work on the Senate floor 
and in committee, little attention, if I may 
except pension business. I regard my re- 
sponsibility in this line as something of an in- 
heritance, and I was called upon more than 
any other Senator by the soldiers to iook out 
for them and their interests.

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REPUBLICANS RALLY IN 
Senator Allison and Gen. Drake Make the 
Principal Speeches. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., Oct. 25.—[Special. j— 
The Republican raliy here today and this 
evening was the largest and most enthusiast e 
heid in the State during the campaign. The 
afternoon meeting was attended by fully 
2,500 people. 

Gen. Drake was most cordially received, and 
spoke briefly devoting his attention principally 
tu State issues. He referred to the thousands 
cf school-houses, colleges, and other evidences 
of intellectual advancement and also to the 
many State institutions which, he said, were 
well managed under the present system. 

He criticised Judge Babb for his attempt 
to ignore national issues and said the people 
of the State would not be misled by such 
evasions. He chalienged the Democratic 
candidate for Governor to define his position 
on the silver question, as to whether he stood 
upon the platform of his party or whether he 
was in favor of free and un imited coinage of 
silver. His references to Senator Allison as 
the possible candidate for the Presidency were

The evening meeting was in Green’s Opera- 
Heuse. Long before the time for the speak- 
ing began every seat was occupied, as well as 
all available stariding-toom, while on the 
streets not less than 3,000 people surged

Speech by Senator Allison, 

Seng tor Allison was effusiveiy greeted and 
spoke for an hour and a half.

SENATOR BILL TALKS TO STUDENTS. 


Subject Is “Landmarks,” but He Incident- 
ally Discusses Finances, 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 25.— [Special. 
Senator David B. Hill of New York appeared 
before the Students’ Lecture Association in 
University Hall here tonight and spoke from 
thesa me platform on which Grover Cleveland 
was soenthusiastically received four yeurs ago.

The Constitution of the United States built 
upon the revolution, was the- theory proposed 
to meet the problem of government by the 
people, and the 108 years «ince have demon- 
strated this problem. Under its wide pro- 
visions freedom can exist without license, It 
is human, therefore failibie, yet this grand 
old landmark needs few repairs. 

While on the Constitution he turned atten- 
tion to provision as to + a of money, de- 
claring that while students had little money 
it was necessary they understand the true 
nature of what they have, Paper money 
could not be constitutionaliy made legal 
tender, he said. That was the understanding 
of the founders of the Constitution. Never 
until the civil war could prominsory 
notes of the overnment be made 
legal tender. hen the ff ates 
of paper mouey were opened. If only by this 
means could the Union be saved, then let us 
not question the patriotiam and sincerity of 
the promuigators of the pian. But it is those 
who dealt with the legal tender paper money 
after the war that we must condemn. There 
is much evidence to support the conclusion 
that our paper money largely increased the 
expense of the war. 

Going into the history of paper currency 
after the war Senater Hill denounced the re. 
demption act of 1878 as the proiitic cause of 
many of our finanvial troubles of today. The 
Sherman act of 1890 was another departure 
from correct principles of finance. Between

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ELECTION BOARD EXPECTED TO 80 
INSTRUCT JUDGES. 


Decision Is Outlined as Rather in the 
Nature of a Suggestion than a Positive 
Direction = Attorney Wheelock Stin 
Maintains His Original Position Fears 
That Such a Departure in Method of 
Valuing Ballots May Lead to Compli- 
cations. * ? 


At the meeting of the Election Board this 
afternoon the Commissioners will announce 
their decision in reference to the request of 
the Republican and Democratic committees 
concerning the character of instructions to 
be issued to the judges and clerks of election 
as to how to count votes for Drainage Ttus- 
tees, ‘ 

The committees asked that the instructions 
direct that in cases where a voter makes a 
cross in the square of four candidates for 
Drainage Trustees the judges and clerks count 
one vote each for the four men, 
irrespective of the “1 45 votes” 
printed on the ballot after their names. 
They also wanted the instructions to direct 
where a voter voted for more than five candi- 
dates his nine votes be divided equally among 
the candidates haying crosses opposité their 
names, 

Chairman Taylor of the People’s party was 
before the board yesterday and stated the 
com mittee he represented was in accord with 
the other two committees on this point und 
was in favor of such instructions. 

The Commissioners have agreed on the 
matter and, it is under-tood, will anaounce 
this alterncon that, while uwy will not di- 
rect the judges and clerks to count the 
votes as requested, they will suggest to 
them they follow the plan proposed. This 
w.ll bring about practically the same result, 
it is believed by the board, and the suggestion 
will be printed in the iustruchons. 

The com mittees would be better satisfied if 
the board would give a direct instruction on 
the matter. It is understood, however, that 
Attorney Wheelock is so thoroughly con- 
vinced a voter cannot vote for less than five 
candidates that tne board does not like to 
take a decided stand. Commissioner Keenan 
holds under the law a voter has a right to cast 
ove vote each for nine Trustees, or one 
vote each for any number less than 
nine, If the voter cumulates his nine votes 
the Commissioner holds he cannot distribute 
them among a leas number than five, 

The board agrees, however, that instruc- 
tions issued by it are not binding, and do net 
relieve the judges and clerks of re«ponsibility, 
It is possible tne suggestion may lead to com- 
pl.eation, as the judges in some precincts 
may follow a different plan in countmg the 
votes than those in others. 


BASE THEIR HOPES ON “OFF” YEAR. 


Democrats Refuse to Give Up Faith in 
Victory, but Need Money. 

Most of the Democratic managers are bas- 
ing their hope of success for their ticket on 
the belief that, as this is an off year, there 
is little interest and the vote will be light.

Something Radically at Fault in the Method 
of Keeping Books—Besides the Pass- 
port Theft, the Cash from the Sale of 
Statutes Is Muddied and Salaries of 
Dipilomatists in a Tangie«Asptrants for 
the Government Arvhitect’s Position— 
General News from the Capital. 


Washington, D. O., Oct. 25.— (Special. ]— 
There is prospect of a sensation at the State 
Department growing out of an investigation 
now in progress of the accounts of Disburs- 
ing Agent Kieckhofer. Among the allega- 
tions is one to the effect that upwards of 
$40,000 received from pas- port fees alone 
cannot be satisfactorily accounted for by the 
experts detailed on this work by the Auditing 
Department of the Treasury. 

. In official circles it is hinted that another 
Librarian Spofford affair is trembling on the 
verge of exposure, and while ao charges are 
made ag inst the integrity of Mr. Kieckhofer, 
there appears to be something radically 
wrong with the system of accounts in vogue 
at the State Department. 

Besides the passport money there is an ap- 
pareut irreguiarity in the fund derived from 
the sale of copies of the United States statutes 
and it does not appear that any reckoning has 
been given on this item or a number of 
years, Accocding to an official of the State 
Department this investigation has been in 
progress for some time and each day only 
brings out the necessity for a change in the 
manner of bookkeepmg. Salary pald the 
disbursing clerk is out of all manner of pro- 
portion to the work required of him, involv- 
ing as it does the settiement of eighty differ- 
ent accounts of millions of 
dollars. 

His bond, however, runs up to neariy half 
a million dollars, and is believed to be per- 
fectly good. 

Attention has been called to the fact that a 
short time ago a messenger in the Passport 
Bureau was enabled to steal several hundred 
dotlars through a p.riod extending over sev. 
eral months without bemg detected, owing to 
the loose manner in which fuods are handied 
by officiais of the State Department. 

Finaliy, however, letters {rom persons who 
did not receive their passporis alter paying 
the fee presari caused an inqu ry to be set 
on foot by tne detectives of the Metropotitan 
police force., Through the medium of a de- 
coy letter the dishonest messenger was de- 
tected with a package of .etters in aid pockets. 

The disbur-ing cierk was alter ward 
made to submit bis books for inspection. He 
aid st cheertuny enough at first. He did not 
think were was going to be such a probing as 
the experts resorted to and made noattempt 
at facitying us figures. From the outset of 
the inves tion, however, it wus demon- 
strated affairs had been badi 
mismanaged for a long period, and 
anower lead was struck m the pay- 
ment of diplomats’ sularies. Advances 
were made to them merely upon an 
order of ‘the Secretary no watter what the 
condition ot certain funds might be and this 
made another mess of the aecounts, In fact, 
from the time the investigation was set on 
toot up to the present time every charge oi 
financ.ai mismanagement seems to have been 
sustained. ° 

No one has charged the disbursing officer 
with having profited by any of the ieaks in 
hw vffice.. There seem:, however, to have 
deen taciiities affordeu persons inc.ined to be 
dishonest to avail themselves of we opportu- 
nity to pi:fer from the public and the amount 
of these peculations cannot even be estimated 
at present.

HIGH STANDARD IN THE ARMY. 


Recommendations Made in the Report 
ef the Inspector-General, 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—The annual 
report of Inspector-General Breckinridge of 
the army shows that the army has attained 
a high standard of discipline and that the 
officers generally are competent. 

There has been a very marked improve- 
ment in the character of men seeking ad- 
mission to the ranks, and the great care with 
which recruits are selected, it is said, is 
evidenced by the fact that only about one 
in eight is found to possess the requisite 
qualifications. In one city alone over 8,000 
applicants for enlistment p nted them- 
seives. 

The system of theoretical instruction has 
never been so nearly perfect as now, and 
practical instruction of companies and troovs 
on level grounds and in parade movements 
are reported as thorough and complete. 

At the close of the year there were 104 
schools and colleges at which military in- 
struction was given by officers of the army 
to 19,546 pupils, an increase of nearly 3,000 
over the number of pupils at the close of the

All of Value Missing. 

A list of the things loaned to the State by 
the government shows the Navy Department 
is not exercised over a trifle. Everything that 
was connected with the imitation man-ol-war 
was first-claes. 

Down at South Chicago there has been for 
nearly a year one of the finest steam launches 
there is in the world. With this launch isa sail- 
ing craft built on lines of speed and strength. 
They have been lymg down there unused. 
They are a part of the property turned over to 
the State with the lilinois. There were a dozen 
boats in ali. Some were cutters; others were 
whaleboats, and some were dingies. Four of 
these boats were sent to Moline recentiy for 
the use of the Second Battalion of the Naval 
Reserve. The other eight bouts are laid up 
and the weather is opening their seams. 

The Illinois was sumptuously furnished. 

Is in Some State Armory. 

While all the material was turned oper to 
the State for the use, in trust, of the navel 
militia, many a National Guard infantry off- 
cer has written orders on the mahogany tabies 
and stretched his weary length after a set- 
ting-up drill on one of the softsettees, This 
furniture of Uncie Sam's is doing ¢uty in 
some of the State armories. There are also 
beris and bedding which were once in use on 
the IIlinois. The United States has them 
listed on its property rolis, but they are loaned 
out for “the time bei only” to 
the State of IHlinvis. "These articles 
are stowed away somewhere among the 
National Guard’s belongings, along with the 
fifty steel eutlasses and the forty-nine mod- 
ern Colt revolvers which the State received 
at the same time, 

One of the revolvers ie said to be in the 
hands of the fisherman at Jackson Park. The 
State also has a Hotebkiss gun which was 
part of the armament of tne Llinois. 

M. B. Shaffner, who was Lieutenant Com- 
mander of the First Battalion, IIiinois Naval 
Reserve, said yesterday that the value of the 
material turned over as a loan to the State 
by the goverament was about $35,000, ex- 
ciusive of the ship. 

New Battalion Is Formed, 

This demand of the government to know by 
what right Lilinois disposes of national prop- 
erty has disclosed the fact that a new First 
Battalion of the Naval Reserve has been 
formed and is trying hard to get Gov. Altgeld 
to order that it be mustered into the service.

MRS. INDIA BISHOP BELIEVED TO 
HAVE BEEN POISONED. N 


Namerous Farmer Attempts to Take 


the Life of the Woman Who Said 


Well Where She Lived in Omaha— 
Family Made III and Animals Die 
from Drinking the Water. 
Ottumwa, Ia, Oct. 25.—{Special.}—The 
Bishop-Harper mystery grows. Much now 
depends upon the discovery of Grace Har- 
per, the daughter of the dead woman and 
flancée of James Velvick. Investigation 
makes it nearly certain a murder, and prob- 
ably a double one, and possibly a triple 
crime of the kind has been committed in 
Ottumwa to remove evidence against a 
sang mysterious, numerous, and criminal. 

The man Velvick, who is searching fer a 
flancée supposed to be the heiress to a min- 
ion dollars’ worth of property secured by 
crime, daring, and outlawry, left the city 
today for Malcolm, where she was last 
heard from, to find her. 

Velvick told strange stories, but one by 
one they are being corroborated. He told 
of an attempt which had been made to 
Poison the entire family at Omaha by put- 
ting poison in the well, and said the house 
Was set on fire afterward. This story is 
true in every particular as learned : from 
Omaha, It was after this they fled from 
that city. 

A search of the woman's effects today re- 
vealed a decree from the court of Judge 
Louis A. Myers at Leavenworth, Kas., 
granting her a divorce from M. J. Young. 
It is dated Jan. 7, 1895, and orders that de- 
fendant is barred from all right, title, or 
interest in or to the property of plaintiff. 
An erasure has been made and in other 
handwriting has ‘been added that “the 
plaintiff shall be restored to her maiden 
name, India J. Bishop.” 

A card dated 1887 bears her name as Mrs. 
I. J. Bishop as an immigration agent, which 
shows Bishop was not her maiden name. 


Feared a Man Named Peavey. 


She manifested fear, before she died. of 
M. Peavey of Pittsburg, Kas. A letter — — 
Aug. 28, 1894, from her attorney, N. E. Van 
Tuyl of Leavenworth, to Mr. Peavey shows 
she was also married to Peavey at that time, 
but whether Peavey and Young are the same 
person is not known. 

The lawyer hegs Peavey “not fo annoy 
Mrs. Peavey any more with letters. She 
says it seems to indicate that you have no 
confidence in her.” He also asks for money 
to help the woman, and says she is seriously 
ill with peritonitis, describing her symp- 
toms the same as before her death in Ot- 
tumwa. 

Peavey is evidently Harper. Shortly after 
her divorce from him she married Young, 
who is believed to be the man hanged under 
the name of Neeley at Omaha for murdering 
an old couple for the purpose of robbery. 

Mrs. Bishop had told a neighbor before her 
death that after she had been divorced from 
Jack Harper she married a man who, with 
the Harper gang, was implicated in the crime 
in which an old man and woman living near 
Omaha were killed and their bodies saturat- 
ed with coal oil, set on fire, and the bodies 
hidden under a haystack. The robbers then 
took all the valuables in the house, bunched 
the cattle on the place, and drove off with the 
their booty.. Mrs. Bishop told this story as 
it appeared in the papers, being remembered 
well by the neighboring woman, who at that 
time lived in Nebraska. Mrs. Bishop stated 
she furnished the oil for the men who com- 
mited the crime. 

Mrs. Bishop said her last husband was 
dead, but never told how he died, and there is 
every reason to believe he was the man ac- 
cused, tried, convicted, and under the name 
of Neeley hanged at Omaha for this crime, 
and “the woman in the case“ mentioned in 
the papers at the time was none other than 
Mrs. Harper-Bishop. 

Children in Danger. 

After Velvick left the city today he sent 
back a message to the custodian of the chil- 
dren to watch them closely, as he had seen 
Peavey, whom he knew well atEldon. The 
message said Peavey was changing cars 
from the Leavenworth train to the one com- 
ing to Ottumwa. Police are at the house 
and are looking for Peavey or Harper. The 
Coroner will act as soon as Velvick returns 
to file papers. 

Though it may be ascertained there has 
been murder, it is hard to tell on whom its 
commission can be saddled, there seeming 
to be no one to suspect excepting Barber, the 
fortune-teller, and he has dropped com- 
pletely out of sight. No one has ever been 
able to tell why Mrs. Bishop came to Ottum- 
wa, until this evening, when a letter was 
found in a trunk belonging to Mrs. Bishop, 
dated at Ottumwa, Dec. 31, 1804. It breathes 
undying devotion, and indicates that the 
writer’s feelings are much injured because 
of her failure to answer his ietters. He de- 
clares that he desires to marry her. The let- 
ter is signed “Harvey Steven.“ No such a 
man was ever known here, and the letter is 
believed to be one of a series that were to be 
used to decoy Mrs. Bishop to Ottumwa. 

Poisoning Story Cerroborated. 

Omaha, Neb., Oct. 25.—[{Special.]—Mrs, 
India J. Bishop, who died at Ottumwa a 
week ago today, came to Omaha from Blair, 
Neb., last February and took up her abode in 
a suburb. She figured quite prominently in 
the sensational developments surrounding 
the death of Maud Vest of Sundance, Wyo., 
in this city last June, and was the means of 
exposing the connection of John Sylvester 
ee of Cheyenne with the death of the 
girl. 

Mrs. Bishop prior to leaving Omaha said 
she had seen the counterfeiters of which 
Harper was the leader at work repeatedly 
and they were thoroughly organized. When 
she left here she had several letters from 
them threatening her life. At that time 
Mrs. Bishop said she had witnessed the 
death of a colored woman who happened to 
come upon the gang when it was in session 
at Liberty, Mo. The colored woman was 
choked to death. 

Mrs. Bishop said immediately after this 
occurrence she deserted the gang. She 
moved to St. Joseph, where an attempt was 
made to blow up her house with dynamite. 
From that time until her arrival in Omaha 
last spring the woman professed mortal fear 
of being foully dealt with. 

While Mrs. Bishop lived here she kept a 
number of animals. Two calves and a cow 
died one day after they had been given water 
from the 2 Mrs. Bishop and her daugh- 
ter were made critically ill. An ecxamina- 
tion of the well showed the Wesence of poi- 
son in the water. 

Soon after this an effort was made to blow 
her house up. The gasoline stove exploded 
and the wall took fire. Every part of the 
stove, including the oil tank, was intact, and 
near the stove on the floor was a small piece 
of fuse and some dynamite. Shortly after 
this Mrs. Bishop left the city, removing to 
Council Bluffs.

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SESSION OF THE NORTHEEN ILLINOIS 
ASSOCIATION LARGELY ATTENDED. 


Superintendents, Members of Boards 
of Education, and Instructors in All 
Grades Read Papers and Enter Into 
Timely Discussions—Relation of 
School Work tothe Life Work Com- 
mands Attention and Is Presented 
in Form of a Printed Symposium. 

Elgin, III., Oct. 26.—[Special.}—Twelve 
hundred educators are attending the sessions 
of the Northern IIlinois Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. Chicago sent a delegation of 400, and 
the rest are from every city, village, and 
town in the north end of the State. 

The program began at 9:30 o'clock with 
meetings for instructors of every deseription 
from Superintendent to primary grade. At 
the City Hall the city Superintendents and 
principals held a session with P. R. Walker 
of Rockford as Chairman. Supt. W. H. 
Hatch of Oak Park began the discussion of 
the relation of Superintendents to School 
Boards. He called attention to the assump- 
tion of responsibilities on the part of the 
Superintendents which really belong to the 
board. His idea as to the choice of a prirci- 
pal should be paramount. Questions rela- 
tive to buildings and general finances should 
not be allowed to harass the Superintendent, 
but should be included in the duties of the 
board. A general discussion of the ques- 
tion ensued. 

W. S. Mack of Aurora contended that it is 
presumptuous for boards to direct as to text 
books; C. P. Snow of Princeton pleaded for 
harmony between the Superintendents and 
the boards: Supt. Adams of Maywood 
thought a Superintendent should have back- 
bone enough to share responsibility with 
the board; Supt. Seele of Galesburg said the 
construction and arrangement of buildings 18 


"of as much importance as the selection of 


teachers, and Supt. Freeman of East Auro- 
ra advocated the assumption of all details 
in school matters by the Superintendent. 

Mrs. Wiles of Freeport and J. J. Davis of 
Aurora discussed the question from the 
standpoint of the Boards of Education. 
Relations Between Superintendents 

and Teachers. 

Supt. A. G. Greenman of West Aurora 
started the disoussion on the topic, The 
Relation of the Superintendents to Teach- 
ers.” He was followed by gupt. W. H. 
Campbell of Jolfet, Supt. Snow of Princeton, 
Prof. Freeman of Aurora, and others. The 
general opinion prevailed that the superin- 
tendent should be a man of large education, 
capable of inspiring and assisting teachers. 
P. R. Walker, N. F. Gilbert, and J. M. 
Bridgeman, a committee appointed at the 
meeting Thursday afternoon, presented a 
report advocati the free text-book sys- 
tem. This was adopted. 

Prof. M. M. Quackenbush of Elgin pre- 
sided at the meeting for county superintend- 
ents. Supt. Morgan of Du Page County 
urged the importance of supplying children 
with good literature, suitable to mind and 
heart. Supt. Wire of McHenry County pre- 
sented some practical thoughts on how to se- 
cure libraries in schools, 

School Libraries Are Discussed. 

Supt. Bright of Cook County advised 
against too much magazine literature to 
the exclusion of good books. Several of the 
Superintendents recommended entertain- 
ments to secure the necessary funds for the 
purchase of books, while others thought 
the Board of Education should make the 
purchases from school funds. ' 

W. H. Ohls of Elgin presided at the meet- 
ing for members of Boards of Education, 
W. S. Mack led the discussion as to the 
necessity of a formal examination of teach- 
ers by the board. It was unanimously 
agreed that this should invariably be done. 
The representatives of the boards present at 
the meeting favored free text-books as con- 
ducive to better attendance, better work in 
the class-rooms, economy, better text-books, 
and a better enforcement of the compulsory 
educational laws. 

The high school teachers met in large num- 
bers and engaged in very animated discus- 
sions. M. F. Miller of Geneseo was Chair- 
man. F. A. Manny read a paper on “High 
School Extension,“ a plan of an experiment- 
al nature on the lines of the “university ex- 
tension” to make the high school a center 
of education. It is in operation at Moline. 

Teachers in the grades held a meeting 
at the high school rooms and discussed 
topics of interest to themselves. 

This afternoon 2,000 people were at the 
First Congregational Church to-attend the 
general meeting of all teachers. Col. Fran- 
cis W. Parker was on the program for an 
address on “Education Into Citizenship.” 
He was not present, but his addréss was 
printed and distributed. It was divided top- 
ically as follows: Aims of education, com- 
munity life, the ideal community, the ideal 
school, responsibility, educative work in 
a promotion, spiritual life, and conclu- 
sion. 

Some of the aims of education, according 
to Col. Parker, are knowledge, discipline, 
so-called practical education, realization of 
good, harmonious growth of body, mind, and 
soul. Supts. W. H. Hatch of Oak Park 
and H. H. Kingsley and several others dis- 
cussed the ideas presented in the paper of 
Col. Parker. 


School Work and Life Work. 


“The Relation of the School Work to the 
Life Work,” was the topic of Dr. Carter of 
Waukegan. He advocated the study of 
natural and physical sciences. Methods 
and studies should be chosen which will tend 
to promote the healthy,symmetrical develop- 
ment of mind and body. The paper of Dr. 
Carter was discussed by Charles Kroh of 
the Cook County Normal and J. W. Gibson 
of Sterling. 

This evening a general meeting was held 
at the First Congregational Church. Fol- 
lowing prayer by the Rev. Walker the as- 
sociation was welcomed to the city by Mayor 
C. H. Wayne. George B. Harrington respond- 
ed in behalf of the visitors. The Rev. Cas- 
par Wistar Hiatt gave a lecture on The 
Preacher’s View of the Teacher's Situation.” 
The association will adjourn tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. 

In connection with the topic discussed by 
Dr. Carter of Waukegan a publication is 
being freely circulated in pamphlet form en- 
titled “A Symposium Upon the Relation of 
the School Work to the Life Work.” The 
following questions were asked: 

(a) Ought the public school work to be as help- 
ful to prospective farmers, mechanics, manufact- 
urers, and merchants as it is to those who will be- 
come professional scholars“ ? 

(b) Is the public school work, as it is now 


mapped out in our best schools, equally helpful as 


a preparation for the life work to all classes who 
accept what is offered? 

1. If you answer question (a) in the affirmative 
and question (b) in the negative, please state what 
changes in the school work seem desirable in order 
to meet more fully the necessities of those who are 
not ‘‘destined for the scholarly vocation.’’ 

2. If you answer questions (a) and (b) in the af- 
firmative, please state whether, in your opinion, 
any changes in the school work are possible and 
desirable that will make its value apparent to 
prospective agriculturists, handicraftsmen, and 
tradesmen and thus retain them longer in the 
schools. ;

RAIN IS NEEDED BADLY. 


WHEAT IN THE WINTER BELT Is sur. 
FERING FROM DROUGHT. 


Iilinols Crop Is Not Injured Yet, but In- 
diana Complains That the Crop Will 
' Be Shortened Materially=Ohio Needs 
Rain in Some Sections Only- General 
Reports Indicate Damage Unless Most 
Favorable Conditions Prevail from This 
Time Till the Crop Is Harvested. 
Springfield, III., Oct. 24.—[Special. ]—Sec- 
retary W. C. Garrard of the State Board of 
Agriculture does not share the prevailing un- 


easiness about the reported damage to the 


growing crop of winter wheat by the general 
drought, 

He has made careful inquiry in all of the 
counties where the raising of winter wheat is 
an important crop and he has reached the 
conclusion that the damage to the present 
time is not sufficient to make it worth while 
to sent out a call for a special crop report. 

Secretary Garrard’s investigation has been 
in progress about ten days. He has been in 
correspondence with members of the Board 
of Agriculture and other men prominently 
identified with the agricultural interests of 
the State and has written and received many 
letters on the subject from men who have 
made personal observations of the actual con- 
ditions or who have made careful inquiry of 
representative men in each county with the 
view of ascertaining what the situation is. 

Mr. Garrard says in the counties which 
produce the bulk of the winter wheat crop of 
Iilinois there has been no damage thus far 
through drought. Since last Friday he has 
had direct responses from the big wheat 
Counties of Adams, McLean, Moultrie, Mad- 
ison, St. Clair, Sangamon, Greene, Pike, 
Macoupin, Clinton, White. Wabash, and 
Lawrence, and has made his own inspection 
of some of them. His information is uni- 
ata Se that the crup in these counties is unin- 
jur 

In the Counties of Effingham, Shelby, 
Union, and Jackson, which raise less wheat, 
there is but slight damage thus far from lack 
of moisture, In the counties where the soil 
is light and where much moisture is required 
to insure a good crop, notably Bond, Moat- 
gomery, Clay, Wayne, Richland, Jefferson, 
and Fayette, the injury from deficiency of 
precipitation is serious, but as these counties 
do not raise a large percentage of the crop 
the effect upon the total production will not 
be marked. 

Peoria, III., Oct, 24,—[Special.]—B. Wa- 
ren Jr., a member of the Peoria Board of 
Trade, says the dry weather has unquestion- 
ably had a disastrous effect on winter wheat, 
but to what extent no one can predict yet. 
Ä effect on the market has not been great 
so far. 

The drought has covered a large district. 
Winter wheat needs fall rains to develop the 
root and form a protection for the cold 
weather. The weather so far has been so drys 
the root could not start. 

Other grain men agree that the result of the 
continued drought in this section would be 
disastrous, 


DROUGHT CAUSES INJURY IN INDIANA. 


Only One-third Normal Rainfall Prevents 
Proper Sprouting. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Farmers throughout Indiana have awakened 
to the fant that the spring wheat crop is seri- 
ously threatened by the prevailing drought. 
In this State the Weather Bureau records 
show that the earth has received only one- 
third the normal rainfall. 

Several showers shortly after the sowing 
season served to sprout the wheat, but since 
then there has not been enough rain to nour- 
ish the tender plant and the stocks are now 
famishing for water. The water’ courses 
throughout the State are lower than at any 
time in years with the exception of last win- 
ter, when the low water mark was broken. 

Along the upper waters of the Wabash, 
White, Eel, and Mississinniwa Rivers the 
streams afe all so shallow thata child can 
wade them. Mills that depend on water 
power are shutting down, as the water bas 
ceased to run through the races. 

In some localities the farmers are in- 
ning to haul water from the creeks for ir 
stock. Unless rain comes within a few weeks 
and of anfficient amount to thoroughly soak 
the soil the next wheat crop will be shorter by 
several million bushels than last year, when 
it was only a half crop. 


RAIN IS BADLY NEEDED IN MICHIGAN, 


Wheat Is Already Suffering and Serious 
Injury May Follow. 

Lansiztig, Mich., Oct. 25.—[Special. |—For 
the first time in ite history Michigan has ex- 
perienced a successive spring, summer, and 
winter without having rain enough to make 
mud. 

Since winter wheat was sown only sufficient 
rain to lay the dust has failen, the ground not 
having been wet to the depth of an inch. The 
result is winter wheat is in a very critical con- 
dition in this State, 

In many sections it has barely been ke 
alive, and in no part of the State has it made 
anything like a normal growth. It has failed 
to stool out and is consequently very thin on 
the ground, while the roots are short, having 

o no greater growth. 
The only hopeful feature of the situation is 


found in the fact that the crop is still capable’ 


of being sent into the winter in good condi- 
tion if copious rains come at once, 

Detroit, .Mich., Oct. 25.—{Special. ]—The 
farmers of Michigan have not as yet made 
any general complaint about the drought in 
the State. It has been more severe in some 
sections than for five years past, but these 
sections, fortunately, have been where rain 
was not needed. 5 

Within the last two weeks there have been 
several snow-storms melted snow- 
fall has served to moisten the ground. 

The fail planting has not been heavy and 
thus far, so reports from the sections where 
it has taken place indicate, no damage has 
been done to the in the ground by the 


drought.

There has been 
no rain for nearly a month and what fall 
wheat has been sown in the southern portion 
of the State will die without rain the next 
week, 

The soll is even too dry for plowing. In 
the northern counties the winter wheat is 
badly in need of rain, but there is propor. 
tionately much less aereage in that section 
than in the South Piatte country, 

The graipmen here take a very gloomy 
view of the situation and diseredit the boom 
reports that have gone out reporting the un- 
precedented corn yield this year. 


MISSOURL WILL HAVE A SHORT CROP, 


Acreage Will Be Smaller Owing to the Se- 
vere Drought. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oot. 25.—/Special.]—The 
effect of drought on winter wheat in Missouri 
is not so great in some sections as in others, 
but on the whole it may be said to have les- 
sened the chances of a full crop next year 
anywhere from 15 to 25 per cent. 

It has also reduced the acreage, as much of 
the wheat sown did not sprout on aceount of 
the dryness of the soil and much that did 
sprout died for want of sufficient moisture, 
The fields in many cases of this sort have been 
abandoned and will be sown to oats or planted 
with corn or other spring crops. 

The earliest sown wheat has fared best, 


that is, wheat sown before Sept. 20. Most 


of such came up well and took root sufficient 

to keep it alive until now, though not grow- 

ing much, Wheat sown between Sept. 20 

and Oct. 15, which comprises at least 60 per 

cent of the acreage, has not fared so weil, the 

cone ‘ not being so good nor the plant so 
ealthy. 

Wheat sown after Oct, 15 stands little show 
at all. Very little of it came up, If there 
should be pienteous rains at once, old wheat 
growers estimate the crop may make 75 to 
80 per cent, but afew more weeks of dry 
weather, which hag been etperiencec since 
Aug. 15, will cut the drop downto 50 per 
cent or less, to say nothing of hard freezes 
oa spring frosts, on which chances must be 
taken, 


DROUGHT REPORTS GENERALLY BAD. 


Outlook for a Good Crop Is Far from 
; Promising. 

All the calamity stories on wheat this year 
have been furnished by the winter-wheat 
States. First there were reports of an unfa- 
vorable start of the crop, Then me the ro- 
ports of Hessian fly and chinch bug damage, 
and later on, in natural sequence, discourag- 
ing thrashing returns, Now the fall seeding 
and the proper germination of seed already 
sown is being interfered with seriously by the 
continued drought all through the winter- 
wheat belt, 

The drought has been recognized as a fac- 
tor for weeks in the Chicago market. It has 
been the check to further declines which 
would have been the natural result of the 
lack of public interest in speculation and has 
at least served to keep shorts nervous. 

The reports from certain sections have been 
exaggerated to some extent, however, while 
as a positive bull factor the drought has re- 
cently lacked the element of novelty. Every 
commission house on the Board of Trade has 
received any number of letters, conservative 
and sensational, tellmg of the poor outlook 
— wheat going into the winter in good con- 

ition. , 

The Weather Bureau reports have been of 
such character as to lend importance to the 
complaint from country correspondents who 
are supposed to be pessimists as a matter of 
principle, 

Figured on an average of twenty-five years 
the deficiency of rainfall in the territory 
tributary to the Chi Weather Bureau Office, 
from Jan. 1 to Oct, 1, was 8.12 inches. 

There have been plenty of drought state- 
ments from the Western States, but the Mod- 
ern Miller of St. Louis last week expressed 
the opinion that the condition of affairs in the 
West and Southwest had been exaggerated. 
The trade here is inclined to believe that the 
most damage is being done in Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, and Southern Illinois, as weil as in 
a number of States further east which are not 
popularly classed as great wheat producers.

Review of R. G. Dun & Co. Shows the

New York, Oct. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade, which issues to- 
morrow, will say:

THE GATHERING “WAR CLOUD IN THE 
0 III. 


The peninsula 4 Corea, which furnished 
the incitement for the war between China 
and Japan, and which since its settlement 
has occupied much of the world’s diplomatic 
attention by her internal disturbauces, 
leading up to the murder of the Queen, is 
once more before the world as the possible 
cause of a quarrel between Britain anu 
Russia over the balance of power in the 
East. 

The order of Russin to Japan to evacuate 
Corea, and the reluctance of Japan to 
obey, evidently with the expectation that 
Great Britain would step in at the last 
moment, when the designs of Russia became 
apparent, coupled with the dispatch of a 
Russian fleet from Vladivostock, the ex- 
treme southern point of Russian Siberia, to 
Fusan, near the extreme southern point of 
Corea, have aroused great excitement in 


‘England, and as a counter movement the 


English fleet has been ordered to Corea. It 
is also announced from Hongkong that Rus- 
sia has obtained the right to anchor ber 
fleet at Port Arthur and to construct raii- 
roads on the Liao- peninsula, besides 
acquiring other rights from China by treaty 
which are outside the customary “favored 
nation” clause. 

Tun Tripune several times has ventured 
the prediction that the ultimate purpose of 
Russia was not only to seek a new terminus 
for her trans-Siberian road by seizing upon 
some point either at Port Arthur or Fusan, 
in Corea, where she would havegn open port 


all the year round, instead of a port like 


Vjadivostock, frozen up a large part of the 
year, but that ber designs were more far- 
reaching even than this. Taz Taisone 
has all along believed that Russia would 
not have guaranteed the payment of the 
Chinese indemnity to Japan and contracted 
a new treaty with China if she had not in- 
tended to occupy the Liao-Tung peninsula, 
tlius giving her control of the Gulf of Pe- 
Chee-Li and of the approaches to Pekin, 
and to secure Manchuria if she needed it for 
her railroad. It will not be surprising if 
her plans go further than this and even 
contemplate the annexation of all of China 
north of the great wall. It is not remark- 


‘able that such an outlook as this has caused 


great uneasiness in England, and that the 
‘Loudon Times thunders out the following 


| ‘significant warning: 
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Russia cannot possibly imagine that the avedt 
powers will view with indifference such a de- 
struction of the balance of power, which is almost 
unparalleled in its audacity. 
purchase the railroads is a jest almost too cynical 
to find a place in any serious diplomatic transac- 
tian. Under the indicated conditions Manchuria 
would practically become a Russian province, 
while Pekin would be within Russia's grip. 

The St. James’ Gazette also says: 

Even war with Russia would be less disastrous 
than to allow her without a blow to get such a 
grip upon China. She could throttle all the other 
powers and choke off theircommerce. Unless Rus- 
sia and China give the necessary assurances it is 
a case for an ultimatum, and perhaps the most 
oe: Se oe Ce Se ee ee. Oe 
Crimean war. 

The extracts quoted reflect the tone of 
the entire British press.

SCAN THE LIST OF DRAINAGE TRUSTEES 
BEFORE VOTING. 

The fost of construction of the drainage 
channel, if the work is honestly managed, 
including deepening and widening the 
South Branch, will not fall below twenty- 
eight millions. What the cost will be if 
“extras” are allowed the contractors no 
man can foreknow except those in the con- 
spiracy. It is by means of “extras” that 
contractors who have made bids which give 
them a reasonable profit make excessive 
profits and rob the taxpayers. 

The danger of “extras” is one great rea- 
son why the voters should scan closely the 
Drainage Trustee tickets they vote for a 
week from next Tuesday. There are about 
thirty contractors on the work at present, 
every one of whom can find without difii- 
eulty a sufficient reason in his mind for 
demanding that he should be paid more 
than his contract calls for. He will plead 
that there were delays, injurious to him; for 
which the board was responsible, or that the 
specifications on which he bid were incor- 
rect and to his disadvantage, or that the 
material extracted was harder or more diffi- 
cult to take out than he anticipated. 

Were there to be on the board a profes- 
sional contractor, a sympathizer with “ex- 
tras” and the men who get them, these con- 
tractors would unite for a long, strong pull 
to cheat the taxpayers. They would ex- 
pect the contgactor-Trustee to convert to 
his and their view of the case four of his 
colleagues who might be ignorant or weak 
or corrupt. Then there would be a major- 
ity in favor of the voting of extras.“ Mill- 
ions of dollars would be taken from the tax- 
payers by a ring of that sort in the board. 
And when the time came to widen and 
deepen the South Branch and to do other 
work which has to be attended to after the 
main channel is finished, this “unholy alli, 
ance” of contractors and rotten Trustees 
would result in the awarding of contracts 
at extravagant prices and in further “ex- 
tras.” 

Therefore every voter should scan care- 
fully the lists of candidates he will find on 
the official ballot of his party. If he finds 
in the column of the political party to which 
he belongs the name of a professional con 
tractor he should not vote for him if he 
cares anything for his own interests as a 
taxpayer. II 

No such name will be found among the 
Republican candidates for Trustées. The 
voters can mark their ballots for the five 
candidates of that party in a lump without 
fear of making a mistake. But in the Dem- 


,ocratic column there is such a name, a 


sharp, keen-witted contractor, and some 
others whom he can control. Democratic 
voters who believe in economy should pass 
by such names and substitute therefor one 
or more of the Republican nominees. ‘ 


RAILROAD STATISTICS. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
has issued its seventh annual report on 
the statistics of railways in the United 
States, this being for the year ending with 
June, 1804. At the close of that year the 
total mileage was 178,708 miles, being an 
increase of 2,247 miles during the year. 
The 1.27 ‘percentage of increase was 
less than that for any previous year. 
Of course this fact was due to the 
panic, the depressing effects of which 
were otherwise shown by the fact 
that of the 192 railroads in the hands of 
receivers 126 were placed there during the 
year. These 192 roads have a total of 
40,819 miles of line, and a capitalization of 
2,500 million dollars, or one-fourth of the 
total railway capitalization of the country. 

At the date of the report all the lines in 
the United States had in service a total of 
35,492 locomotives and 1,278,078 cars, of 
which 1,205,169 were in freight service. 
Each freight locomotive was credited with 
4,016,755 tons carried one mile on the aver- 
age, and each passenger locomotive with 
1,444,400 passengers carried one mile. Total 
passengers carried 540,688,199 and freighi 
638,186,553 tons. The number of employés 
was 779,608, being 444 to each 100 miles of 
line, against 873,602 persons with an aver- 
nge of 515 per 100 miles of line the previous 
year. But the reduction was greatest on 
those lines which had received the largest 
stimulus from the World’s Fair business, 
and the cheaper mechanics and the appren- 
tices have -suffered more than the more 
highly skilled employés. The saving in the

A NATIONAL CONVENTION FORECAST. 

It is given out from several sources that 
as the outcome of the recent conference of 
Republican leaders in New York a pre- 
liminary combination has been formed be- 
tween New York, Pennsylvania, and III 
nois, represented by Platt, Quay, and Tan- 
ner, to make a nucleus of operations in the 
next national convention, The conference 
is not without some significance as bearing 
upon the Presidential nomination. It may 
not be strong enough to influence the na- 
tional convention and carry a nomination, 
but it may be considerable of an influentia! 
force. 

There are other indications which begin 
to assume an important aspect. It is ap- 
parent that Mr. Thomas Reed, ex and next 
Speaker, has more hold on the public than 
any Maine man ever had except Mr. Blaine. 
It it certain that he has gained in one re- 
spect what Mr. Blaine could not. He has 
rallied ‘the six New England States to his 
candidacy. Probably a majority of the 
Pennsylvania delegates, under Quay's lead- 
ership, will be found following bis standard. 
While the New York convention designated 
Mr. Morton as the favorite son,“ it is not 
believed action will go beyond the “ com- 
plimentary ” stage. Mr. Morton has 
reached that age when the cares of the 
Presidency would be too great and too em- 
barrassing for him, If he were a consid- 
erably younger man there is no question 
New York would fight to a finish for him. 
Under the circumstances it is claimed that 
quite a number of its delegates will juin 
New England and Pennsylvania in behalf 
of ex-Speaker Reed. If the reports are cor- 
rect there is a disposition in IIlinois alse, to 
some extent at least, to rally around Reed. 

Meanwhile it is significant that the frienda 
of Mr. Allison in lowa have given it to be 
understood that their favorite son will not 
take second place. But if the friends of 
Reed and Allison, or Allison and Reed 
should arrange to have both of them run on 
the same ticket and then agree among 
themselves which should have first place. 
since one of the two must ride behind on the 
horse, it would make an exceedingly strong 
ticket. It is doubtful whether a stronger 
ticket could possibly be presented to the 
voters. 

It is as yet quite too early to predicate 
with any certainty as to candidates, yet 
looking at the situation in the light of 
evolution, and without any purpose of 
throwing cold water on other candidates, it 
must be confessed that it looks as if there 
were a formidable movement in the inter- 
ests of ex-Speaker Reed and Senator Alli- 
son, organized upon the basis of making 
sure of winning the fight.

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If this be so it is odd that-those who 
preach on earth the political creed of angels 
should generally have the manners and cus- 
toms of devils, This is an anomaly which 
Dr. Hirsch ought to have explained, Uf 
the Anarchist is a believer in all man's 
nobility it is strange that he himself should 
be so persistently ignoble. His mission is 
6 destroy, or to incite others to do so. He 

is either depra ved himself or the active 
cause of depra vity in others. The practical 
Anarchists want a carnival of lawlessness 
so that they may enforce their fantastic 
notions on people who reject and repudiate 
them. 

They differ from ordinary eriminals only 
in that the latter do not pretend to have a 
“high and holy mission.“ As for the 
theoretical Anarchists, they are generally 
lunatics, or at least cranks who lack com- 
mon sense, else they would not preach on 
earth, where* angels do not dwell, the 
political creed of angels,” who are supposed 
to be out of politics, out of trade, out of 
commerce, and out of everything which 
makes government a necessity among men. 

Nor is it true that “the Anarchist but 
carries to their logical conclusions the 
theory and principles of our American Gov- 
ernment, which is that that government is 
best which governs the least.” 

But the Anarchist wants no government. 
The American theory admits the necessity 
for the rule of law until men have ceased to 
be men and become angels, which never 
takes place until after death. The mini- 
mum of government is that laid down by 
Mr. Jefferson—“ a government which shail 
restrain men from injuring one another.” 
But that minimum is altogether too much 
for the Anarchists, whose dream is to be 
able to injure others with impunity who 
differ with them in opinion, and not to be 
liable to punishment therefor. 

Chicagoans made the acquaintance of 
anarchy and Anarchists during the last 
decade and found that there was nothing 
romantic or angelic about the creed or its 
professors. Some of the latter were mur- 
derers and some were madmen with 
a method. Therefore Chicagoans have 
no sympathy for anarchy, even in its most 
pretentious, sublimated form. They have 
never met an Anarchist who had a con- 
science or who showed by his works that he 
was “an enthusiastic believer in the nobil- 
ity of man.“ 


TuHEere is a grain of comfort in the state- 
ment by Dr. E. F. Ingals that he does not 
think the diphtheria in this city is caused 
by the condition of the lake water, that 
there now is no more epidemic of the disease 
in Chicago than is found at this season 
every year, and that the conditions favoring 
it are of a class which many people have the 
power to remove. About this time of the 
year it is just too warm for fires in the 
house, and almost too cold to be without 
fire. It is too cold for the health of the chil- 
dren. They, and sometimes adults, “take 
cold” in the chilly atmosphere. The throat 
becomes inflamed, swollen, and sore, and 
offers the most favorable bed or nest for the 
development of the diphtheritic germs which 
abound always in the atmosphere, but de- 
velop only when the conditions favor them. 
So it will be well to keep the house warm 
where possible, in spite of the rising price 
of coal. Also it will be well to boil the lake 
water wherever that is possible before using 
it for drinking, and not depend on the filter 
for the desired purification. It is reported 
that Commissioner Kent soon will consider 
the question of filtering all the water used 
in the city before it is sent through the dis- 
tributing mains, but this hardly could be 
undertaken before the present diphtheritic 
wave has passed over, if at all. So the best 
advice that can be given for prevention is to 
thoroughly boil the drinking water and not 
let the living rooms get too cold.

Tun total number of persons who regis- 
tered last Tuesday was 46,483. Some of 
these were new voters, but the great major- 
ity of them are persons who were registered 
and who voted last April, but have changed 
their residences since then. As an offset to 
these additions to the registry books about 
100,000 suspect notices have been sent out. 
Those to whom they are addressed can ap- 
pear tonight and show cause why their 
names should be kept on the books, or they 
can keep away, in which event their names 
will be erased This formidable excess of 
suspect notices makes it probable that the 
registration will be decidedly smaller than 
it was for the April election. It is evident 
that of the persons who have moved since 
then a great many have not taken the 
trouble to reregister in their present dis- 
tricts. But among those to whom “sus- 
pect notices” have been sent are a good 
many of the women whose names were put 
on the books in 1894 and who have moved 
when their families did. If they are dropped 
there will be a seeming but not an actual 
reduction of the registered vote. Then a 
percentage of the persons to whom these 
notices are sent will appear and show that 
a mistake was made in their case. Yet it is 
evident that there will be a decided falling 
off in the vote as compared with that of last 
spring, when the voters rushed to the polis 
to put an end to Hopkinsism.

New York World: There is no more 
dramatic story in the world of fiction than 
that of the Dowager Empress of China. 
She was the child of poor peasants living in 
the suburbs of Canton, and was remarkable 
for her beauty and intelligence.
